The system must contain a functional check valve, vacuum relief valve,
and low pressure drain appropriately located on the irrigation pipeline to
prevent water source contamination from backflow.

Pounce® 25 WP Insecticide mixes readily with water to form a
suspension. Dilute Pounce 25 WP Insecticide in sufficient volume of
water to ensure accurate application over the area to be treated. Mix
the required amount of Pounce 25 WP Insecticide with a small quantity
of water and add this premix to the supply tank with the required
amount of water. Maintain sufficient agitation during both mixing and
application to ensure uniformity of the supply tank.

Repeat the application as necessary to maintain
control. Pounce 25 WP Insecticide may be applied by both ground and
aerial equipment. Use sufficient water to obtain full coverage. With the
exception of crops listed below, do not plant rotational crops within 60
days of last application Mix as needed; do not store diluted material.

VEGETATIVE BUFFER STRIP

Construct and maintain a minimum 10-foot wide vegetative filter trip of
grass or other permanent vegetation between the field edge and down
gradient aquatic habitat (such as, but not limited to, lakes; reservoirs;

Buffer Zone for Ground Application (groundboom, overhead
chemigation, or airblast) — Do not apply within 25 feet of aquatic
habitats (such as, but not limited to, lakes, reservoirs, rivers, streams,
marshes, natural ponds, estuaries, and commercial fish ponds).

Buffer Zone for ULV Aerial Application — Do not apply within 450 feet
of aquatic habitats (such as, but not limited to, lakes, reservoirs, rivers,

streams, marshes, natural ponds, estuaries, and commercial fish
ponds).

Buffer Zone for Non-ULV Aerial Application — Do not apply within
150 feet of aquatic habitats (such as, but not limited to, lakes,
reservoirs, rivers, streams, marshes, natural ponds, estuaries, and
commercial fish ponds).

SPRAY DRIFT PRECAUTIONS

Wind Direction and Speed — Only apply this product if the wind
direction favors on-target deposition. Do not apply when the wind
velocity exceeds 15 mph.

Temperature Inversion — Do not make aerial or ground applications
into temperature inversions. Inversions are characterized by stable air
and increasing temperatures with height above ground. Mist or fog may
indicate the presence of an inversion in humid areas. The applicator
may detect the presence of an inversion by producing smoke and
observing a smoke layer near the ground surface.

Droplet Size — Use only Medium or coarser spray nozzles (for ground
and non-ULV aerial application) according to ASAE (S572) definition for
standard nozzles. In conditions of low humidity and high temperatures,
applicators should use a coarser droplet size.

Additional Requirements for Ground Applications — Wind speed
must be measured adjacent to the application site on the upwind side,
immediately prior to application. For groundboom applications, apply
using a nozzle height of no more than 4 feet above the ground or crop
canopy. For airblast applications, turn off outward pointing nozzles at
row ends and when spraying the outer two rows. To minimize spray
loss over the top in orchard applications, spray must be directed into
the canopy.

Additional Requirements for Aerial Applications — Mount the spray
boom on the aircraft as to minimize drift caused by wingtip or rotor
vortices. Use the minimum practical boom length and do not exceed
75% of the wing span or 80% rotor diameter. Flight speed and nozzle
orientation must be considered in determining droplet size. Spray must
be released at the lowest height consistent with pest control and flight
safety. Do not release spray at a height greater than 10 feet above the
crop canopy unless a greater height is required for aircraft safety. When
applications are made with a cross-wind, the swath will be displaced
downwind. The applicator must compensate for this displacement at the
downwind edge of the application area by adjusting the path of the
aircraft upwind.
